! ANOTIIEli SLANDER AGAINST GOV. 
j SEYMOUR REFUTED. 

The New York Sun, edited by Charles 
j A. l>ana, Stanton's Assistant Secretary of 
I 'Vt'ar, refutes a foul slander against Gov. 

- Seymour as follows: 

! ■’TLe Ohio State Journal alleges that 
I there is on file in the State Department 
I sworn evidence that in the fall of 1864 
I Gov. Horatio Seymour, of New York, was 
I in confidential and treasonable corres- 
pondence with Clement C. Clay, Jr., and 
i Janies P. Holcombe, who were then in 
I Canada as agents of the Confederate Gov- 
ernment. It is even averred by tbe wri- 
ter iu the State Journal that he has seen 
the t-vidcuce in question, and, iu fact, that 
] it was prep.nred and forwarded to the Gov- 
I crement at Washington by him while he 
I was serving in some official capacity, 
which be does not specify. Now, we 
make bold to .say that there is some mis- 
take in this stutemci.l, and that the facts 
cannet be as they are represented by our 
Ohio contemporary. Guv. Seymour has 
his own political opinions and relation- 
ships, and Las never made any secret of 
them, eiiLi r during the war or at any 
other time. But whatever may have been 
his convictions as to the origin of the war, 
after the nation was involved in it, he felt 
it to be his official duty to devote the re- 
sources of the State to its prosecution. 
Perhaps, among all the messages which 
President Lincoln received at various 
times from the Governors of States, none 
I was ever so cheering to him as one 
I from Governor Seymour promising him 
the most cordial support from New York 
in ciirrjing on the great struggle. And 
whatever may have been the Governor's 
I views concerning the abolition of slavery, 
or any other of the radical measures of 
the National Government, it is ceitainly 
a slander of a foul character to impute to 
him any disloyal correspondence with the 
tnt-my. Such duplicity and such treason- 
able opposition to Lis country are utterly 
foreign to Lis character. We pronounce 
the allegation of the State Journal calum- 
j nious and untrue.” 

I Since the above was in type we have re- 
ceived the Utica Observer of Saturday, 

! which contains the following: 

I ' There is no doubt regarding the identi- 
ty of the ‘rebels’ referred to; it there is a 
mistake as to the party to the correspon- 
' dence this side of the Canada Hue. The 
I rebels were Greeley's corregpondcnt.s, not 
the Governors! It was Horace, not IIo- 
I ratio, who wrote letters to those to whom 
letters ought not to have been written! 

I “Gov. Scj'mour never has known these 
: gentlemen; never has written to them; 

I nor, so far as he can remember, has he 
ever received a line from them, llumor- 
I ieg several correspondents who have ad- 
I dressed biro on the subject, the Governor 
has himself stated this, aud we are allow- 
ed the liberlj’ of printing the following:” 

^ ‘Utica, .March 28, 1868. 

‘14ear Sir — You will show some surprise 
that 1 have taken no notice of a silly 
falscLocd put out by the Ohio State Journ- 
al, and going the round of Republican 
journals, that I am not a candidate for the 
Presidency because there is proof that, 
in 1864, 1 was in confidential correspond- 
ence with the rebel commissioners in Can- 
ada. I Lave found that putting down one 
slander always gives birth to another, and 
they always rise in degree. You see that 
1 am now charged with open treason. The 
story is ab.surd on its face. Some one, 
claiming to have been an informer, says 
he sent bworn statements, showing guilt 
on nij’ part, to the State Department, which 
were uot believed. This tells the charact- 
er of the man. Mr. Seward's hostility 
to me is well known. The State Depart- 
ment wuuld not trouble itself about the 
perjury if there was plausibility. The 
man who was convicted of falsc-sweari.ng 
against Col North was tracked to that 
oQice, when it procured his imprisonment, 
aiid that of other innocent men. 1 never 
bad any confidential correspondence with 
Messrs. Clay and Holcomb. I do not 
know them. If I ever, at any time, wrote 
to either of them, it must have been some 
merely formal matter, of which I have 
not tbe slightest recollection. What was 
sworn to, or made up by Mr. Seward's 
spies, I do not know, but I think the pub- 
lic would be interested by a view of the 
system of informers aud perjury iu use 
during the past seven years.

The 
couj^ersation, as heretofore given, was 
then elicited. 

General Thomas now slates that Kars- 
cer is and was a spy; that he is a low 
drunken fellow, and of no reputation. He 
Was born in St. George's, Delaware, re- 
moving at an early age to Delaware city, 
where between keeping a one-horse gro- 
cery, and annoying Lis neighbors by pet- 
ty law- suits, he managed to live along. 

J be General further says that he never, 
to bis rPTOllection, saw Karsner but once 
-^in 18.17, when both attended a ball at 
Sl George's, Karsner becoming disgrace- 
fully drunk. 

Yesterday General Thomas was in at- 
tendance at the capitol, ready to appear 
before the High Court as a witness, and 
he then met his f'elawarean friend, who 
did or would not observe him. 'The Gen- 
eral's suspicions were aroused, and after 
seme cogitation formed the conclusion in 
reference to Karsner that we have here 
givcii.

TO THE PEOPLE OF THE NORTH- 
ERN STATES. 

We insert with great pleasure the follow- 
ing address of citizen., of Narthern birth 
now residing in our vicinity, and ask for 
it a calm and carelul perusal by the peo- 
ple of all sections of the country: 

TLe undersigned, men of Northern birth, 
are settled in tbe South with their fami- 
I lies, their fortunes and all their hopes in 
, the future. They came here, trusting for 
; protection to their rights in the guaranty 
, contained in the Constitution of the Uni- 
I ted States, that “the citizens of each State 
I shall he entitled to all the privileges and 
j immunities of citizens ot the several 
States”— a guaranty which they insist 
they have not forfeited, merely by re- 
moval from one part to another of a coun- 
try common to both North and South In 
defense of these privileges and immuni- 
ties, they now appeal to their friends and 
relatives scattered all over the Northern ! 
States, and to the reliecting and patriotic 
people of these States generally. Com- 
ing, it is true, from only one locality— the 
capital of the State of Virginia — it yet 
speaks the thoughts and feelings of an 
overwhelming majority of Northern men 
in the whole South — and in support of its 
statements scrutiny is invited into the 
character and personal credit of its au- 
thors. 

When resistance in the South to tbe au- ! 
thority of the Federal Government had 
been effectually subdued— when the South- 
ern soldiers bad surrendered and gone 1 
back to their homes, under the pledge that 
so long as they remained quiet and obeyed 
I the laws they should be unmolested — when 
j the whole people of the South, convinced 
I by defeat of the futility of further resist- 
ance, bad returned.under prescribed oaths, 

I to their allegiance — obligations which 
1 have been faithfully kept— it was fondly 
I hoped that peace, with its countless bles- 
sings, would re-visit and re-unite our whole 
country. That such were the ardent hopes 
and expectations of the mass of the 
Southern people was evinced by 
their ready acquiescence in the re- 
I results ot the war, their earnest 
I efforts to ^resume their former relatious 
I with the L uion, and the energy and in- 
dustry with which they at once addressed 
i themselves ta the work of restoring their 
i WMted homes and exhausted resources. 
Why, then, are these hopes and expecta- 
tions blasted? Why. atter three weary 
years since the conflict ceased, is peace— 

I real peace— still a stranger to our land, 

I the States still dissevered, auil even the 
; existence of ten of them denied, and a 
standirg army and martial law substituted 
for the constilutioa in the government of 
millions of peaceable aud quiet citizens I 
of the United States'? 

Here can be but one answer. The 
party which controls the legislation of 
j Congress (calling itself “Republican ’) 

I exerts its powers not in restoring those 
I States to the Union on the principles of 
I the Constitution, but in “reconstructing,” 

; as it is termed, society itself in each of 
; them, and so reframing their political 
and social institutions that their political 
strength may be counted and used to se- 
cure its own ascendancy. To assure this 
result, a military despotism has been es- 
tablished throughout their borders; the 
white population has been disfranchised 
by hundreds and thousands; the blacks ! 
Lave been enfranchised and voters made | 
of the ignorant, vicious, and brutal; legis- I 
lators of those who regard “liberty as li- I 
cense, and law as the instrument of re- ^ 
venge, and rulers ofn cla,ss whose ideas of i 
government, like their ideas of religion, 
tend inevitably and directly to bar- 
barism.’ 

That the people of the North, with the 
full power to end a state of things so 
monstrous, sitll permit it to endure, is 
due solely to the persistent misrepresen- 
tations of the real condition of the peo- 
ple of the South, their feeling , purposes, 
and wiebes, used to fan and keep alive the 
fires of passion acd resentment engen- 
dered by the war, which, else for want of 
fuel to teed or, had died out, and expired 
in its ashes. Thus, in the recent address 
of the “Con necticut Republican Central 
Committee,’’ remonstrance ia made against 
a supposed d-^maad that rebels shall be 
permitted to participate iu the affairs of 
the nation, direct its policy, and hold offi- 
ces of trust and power, while yet unre- 
pentant, rebellious, malignant, hating the 
government, and determined to rule it lor 
their own wicked and damnable ends or 
ruin it. Were there even the possibility 
of such consequences from admitting the 
excluded States, it might well bo asked, 
if they might not be averted by some 
means short of turning their negro popula- 
tion into Republican voters, and subject- 
ing the former white masters to their own* 
recent slaves — if simply withholding rep- 
resentation would not produce the desired 
result? But it is as certain as any other 
fact which has past into irreversible his- 
tory, that at the time the edict went forth 
to abolish the governments in the South- 
ern States, the constitution of the United 
States and its laws, in all the branches 
of administration, were re-established 
throughout these States io full vigor. The 
Constitution and laws of the States were in 
full operation, and the people were render- 
ing a cheerful obedience to both. We had 
the testimony of Gen. Grant himself, 
gathered in on a tour of official observa- I 
tion, that the JJSouthern 2 people were 1 
peaceable and loyally disposed; and now | 
at this moment we see an ex-sergeant of j 
the army of the United States, alone and 
unarmed, bearing the unfurled flag of the 
Union through the heart of the Southern I 
country, meeting with hospitality, warm j 
wishes, and congratulations at every step : 
of bis march. | 

Again, the people are warned in this ad- 
dress against a party which, should it at- 
tain power, can only retain it by “acced- 
ing to rebel demands, first of which is the 
repudiation of the national debt and the 
payment of the rebel debt. ” But where 
is the evidence of such a disposition in I 
the South? Have not its people repuJi- i 
atedtbe “rebel debt” when required to do ' 
so — abolished slavery with the loss of I 
millions when required — made every sac- 
rifice, indeed, short of self-degradation , 
for the sake of peace? Again, it is said, 
“Congress and the Republican party in- 
sist on no forfeited lives, no sweeping pnn- 
ishnir-nt,are ready to forgive and welcome 
rebels, but demaud that they shall give up 
their lebellion and become loyal to the 
government they sought to destroy. The | 
answer to this claim of moderation ia that , 
the condition of these States would have ^ 
been far better bad the ax of vengeance 
fallen sharp and sudden 00 a thousand 
lives at the close of the war rather than • 
this slow and lingering torture which pun- 
ishes a whole people, confounding the in- < 
Docent with the guilty, and atUicting with 
hunger and destitution women and chil- 1 
dren, many of them born since their I 
parent’s alleged offense. • 

As for the welcome and forgiveness so 1 
piously promised to returning loyalty and t 
repentance, surely these sentiments, if ah- t 
sent, have never been implanted in tbe I 
heart by cruelly and oppression, and never 1 
will be until the laws of nature herself are < 
reversed. But continued and unmerited | 
suffering must intensify in its victims 1 
hatred of those who inflict it, which will be 1 
made in tnrn the excuse for new outrages i 
and wrongs, and thus the hope of peace 1 
and recoustruction will be postponed in- i 
definitely. Such has been the hii^tory of t 
tyranny the world over. i 

But if DO picture of suffering in the ] 
South can stay tbe hand of persecution, j 
nor move its heart to pity and remorse, a | 
moment’s contemplation of the material ] 
losses and political dangers which the i 
North itself encounters should suffice to 1 
induce a change. The labor system of j 
the South is broken up and almost de- 
stroyed. This was not a necessary con- 
sequeuce of emancipation. On tbe con- ] 
trary, there was in the outset every ap- 1 
pearauce of a disposition in the emanci- i 
pated slaves to accommodate themselves ] 
to theic. new relation with their former I 
employers, and in a new form to promote ' 
and sustain the producing capacity of 1 
tbe country. To this end it was only re- t 
quired that they should be let alone. But < 
this was not permitted. For party pur- 
poses the negro must be made a voter and I 
a politician. Tbe most malign influences 1 
were industriously brought to bear on 
him. Notions of social equality with the 
whites — political superiority — aspirations 1 
for office — visions ot confiscation of prop-

THE BODELL TRAGEDY.

The preliminary trial of Philip Seitz, 
Henry Eisenbeis, and August Bergman, 
charged with the murder of Charles Bodell 
and the attempted murder of John Andres, 
at the beer saloon of Mrs. Era Boesser, on 
.lefl'er.son street, on the evening of March 
22d, was commeiictd in the City Court 
yesterday— Gen. \V L. .lackson. Major \V. 
R. Kinney, nnd J. Hop Price, Esq., ap- 
pearing for the defense, and Gen. Walter 
H. Whitaker prosecuting in the absence 
of the Commonwealth’s Attorney. Sev- 
eral of the witnesses examined before the 
Coroner's jury — which testimony we gave 
ill full and think needless to repeat — were 
sworn and testified, in addition to the 
chief prosecuting witness, John Andres. 
His testimony was, in substance, as fol- 
lows: 

1 live on Green street, near Campbell. 

I was employed by Charles Bodell, the de- 
ceased. 1 was in Mrs. Boesser's yard on 
the night uf the killing. As 1 passed 
through the alley 1 found Phillip Seitz 
standing at the alley door and bade him 
“good evening." Bergman and another 
servant of Bodell were struggling on the 
ground. 1 tried to interfere between them, 
when Seitz stabbed Bodell four times with 
a long, broad butcher knife. Seitz did the 
stabbing. Eisenbeis was in the alley, and 
Bergman stood in the yard about fifteen 
feet from BodelL Seitz was standing face 
to face with Bodell. Bodell did not fall 
immediately after he was stabbed. One 
servant, Jacob Eiler, took Bodell to the 
back room of the house. I know that Bo- 
dell and Seitz bad a personal difficulty 
last winter a year ago. After stabbing 
Bodell Seitz stabbed at me to- 
ward the head, tearing my hat 
brim, and as I turned to es- 
cape be again stabbed me twice in the 
back. Bergman was present in the yard, 
about four paces from Bodell. Seitz ran 
off after the stabbing. I did not speak to 
him. Bodell did not Lave any weapon. 
Miller was there before 1 arrived. I was 
in bed about eight days, and am not well 
yet. [He showed his coat with two rents 
made by the knife, and one suspender cut. 
Uc also identified the coat worn by Bo- 
dell when be was killed.] 

Cross-examined — I was at the corner of 
Green and Campbell streets on the even- 
ing of the difficulty, with two men, when I 
was called for. A little girl came and- 
told me to come to Mrs. Boesser's. The 
men with whom 1 was in company were 
George Miller and Jacob Eiler. The girl 
was Mr. Bodell's daughter. Jacob Eiler 
was down on the ground with Bergman. 

It would seem from this evidence that 
Phillip Seitz is unmistakably identified as 
the murderer. He is about twenty-six 
years of age; Las a florid complexion 
and rather handsome features; dark 
brown hair and light sandy mustache, 
dark eyes, and heavy dark eyebrows; is 
about five feet six or seven inches in 
height, well formed, and weighs about one 
hundred and thirty pounds. He was clad 
in a brown jeans suit, and was neat in ap- 
pearance. During the examination he 
showed no uneasiness whatever, and re- 
ally looked less guilty than either of the 
accused. 

The examination will be resumed and 
probably closed to day. 

Meeting of the Board ok Trade. — 
Last night the officers and members of 
the Board of Trade held an adjourned 
meeting at their new hall in National 
Hotel building, to receive the reports of 
the Finance Committee, and the report 
of the seecial committee on “the tariff of 
charges, commissions, Ac." There was a 
very full attendance, Vene P. Armstrong, 
the President, presiding. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
in reference to the duties and salary of 
the Secretary was first called, whereupon 
Mr. Jul. Dorn, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, submitted a full and comprehen- 
sive report, which was read, and then, on 
motion, received. 

Mr. Dorn then offered the following res- 
olution, which was read, and, on motion, 
unanimously adopted: 

"lietolctd, That the duties of the Sec- 
retary shall be, in addition to the provis- 
ions made by the constitution, by-laws, 
and rules of tLis Board of Trade, entirely 
disconnected from any business or office, 
and that he shall give and devote his un- 
I divided attention to the duties of Secre- 
tary; that be shall have no connection 
with any new.spaper except in the official 
capacity as Secretary. That he shall keep 
a book of record of the actual sales re- 
ported, and a book for the arrivals 
and departures of steamboats and 
stage of water; also a book to 
record the imports and exports of this 
market. He shall be present at all daily 
'Change meetings, read the dispatches, 
and cause the rooms to be opened from 9 
o'clock A. M. to 5 o'clock r. M., and at 
regular and called meetings in the even- 
ing at such hours as shall be directed. He 
shall furnish to such daily and weekly pa- 
pers (in English and German) as the Board 
may direct a daily market report and ac- 
tual transactions; the arrivals and depart- 
ures of steamboats; the stage of water, con- 
densed tables of imports and exports, and 
copies of all dispatches received by the 
Board. He shall collect all money due to 
the Board of Trade; also to compile and 
superintend the publication of a daily 
Price Current, to be issued by the Board 
of Trade, and to see that the same is prop- 
erly distributed. He shall send off or 
give to the Associated Press a true daily 
market report of Louisville, to be sent to 
other cities." 

Mr. J. Dorn, Chairman of theFi nance 
Committee, also offered the following, 
which was adi^ted; 

I "Jlesolced, 'That the salary of the Sec- 
retary of this Board of Traje be. in con- 
sideration of the increased labor, ad- 
vanced to $2,000 per annum. 

"liesolccd. That the Secretary be au- 
thorized to employ two assistants— one 
at $900 and one $')00 per annum, and a 
messenger at $300 per annum. 

Mr. B. C. Levi, of the same committee, 
submitted a proposition from the agent of 
the Associated Press and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, which was ac- 
cepted, and on motion referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee to act upon as in their 
judgment they deem best. 

Mr. James Trabue, of the Board of Un- 
derwriters, was prepared to report in re- 
gard to the present tariff of her rates, but 
on kis own motion the report was held 
over until the next meeting, which takes 
place on Monday next. 

Mr. U. V. Sanders, of the special com- 
mittee to which was referred the revision 
of the tariff of charges, commissions, Ac , 
submitted an elaborate report, which was 
received, acted upon by sections, amended, 
and then adopted, excepting the clauses 
in reference to the port business. Action 
on the latter was postponed. 

Mr. Porter moved that the Finance 
Committee be authorized to make ar- 
rangements in regard to their report, in 
accordance with the views of the meeting.

line of the Shippingport road; thence 
southwardly parallel with said road to the 
south line of Jtffer.-on street; thence 
eastwardly with Jefferson street to the 
west line of said Shippingport road; 
thence southwardly with said road to the 
south line ol Oakland Avenue extended 
to a point two hundred and ten feet west 
of the west side of Seventh street; thence 
southardly and parallel with the west 
bide of Seventh street to a point two hun- 
dred and ten feet south of the south line 
of Shipps Avenue; thence southwardly 
and parallel with said Shipps -Avenue to 
a point two hundred and ten feet west of 
Third btreet; thence southwardly and 
parallel with Third street to the south 
line of the House of Refuge lands, and 
following the boundaries of said land to 
Shipps Avenue at a point two hundred 
and ten feet east of Second street; thence 
northwardly and parallel with Second

WANTED— 400,000 VOTES. 

The New York Tribune frankly says: 
“We must poll at least 400,000 votes in 
this State next fall for the entire Republi- 
can ticket.”

Four times has 
“wild war’s deadly blast” been blown 
throughout the land since his birth, 
and on three of those occasions his 
native soil was drenched with the 
blood of men of the same race and 
tongue who sought each others’ lives. 
In the last the thunders of the con- 
flict bore to his aged ears the sad tidings 
that brother was arrayed against brot'ner, 
friend against friend. And now, if he 
lingers a little longer among us, it is pos- 
sible that he may witness a worse revolu- 
tion, a more terrible disaster than all that 
has yet befallen us — the subjugation of a 
free nation to the power of a blood-thirsty 
and relentless faction, and the substitu- 
tion of a tyrannical oligarchy for the re- 
public which a hundred years ago he was 
taught to reverence.— Paris Kentuckian,

Some days ago Samuel Strong was ar- 
rested here at the instance of tbu Govern- 
or of Virginia, on the charge of baaing 
obtained signatures to writings under false 
pretenses, with intent to defraud. Having 
been brought before Judge Fisher he was 
distbarged on the ground that Virginia 
was not a State in the Union. Therefore 
Gov. Pierpout's requisition could not ba 
recognized. Subsequently Gen. Scho- 
field, commanding First Military District 
of Virginia addressed requisitions to 
Chief justice Carter of the Supreme 
Court, District of Columoia, requiring iu 
pursuance of provisions of the Constitu- 
tion and laws of tbe United States, that 
Strong be apprehended, and handed over 
to an authorized agent, and delivered to 
' the First Military District, to be dealt 
I with according to law. The argument in 
the case having been heard, the District 
Attorney said Jto day that he desired to 
I have an expression of opinion as to the 
I powers of an executive in the State of 
j Virginia cither civil or military. The 
principal question was whether an affida- 
' vit was necessary and properly held to be 
I one, in addition to an indictment. 

The counsel for Strong said that it was 
in:p..'rU>ct to know iu an authoritative way 
whether the requisition was property 
after the party was in waiting, or only a 
different process. The counsel did not 
regard this military requisition within the 
law of Congress. 

The District Attorney thonght there 
sbculd be a thorough iovestigation of the 
case. Tbe jioint was whether Strong 
should surrender on requisition. 

Judge Carter said this was a very impor- 
tant question, not particularly as to tbe 
matter before him, but as a matter ofprin- 
ple. 

'The District Attorney thought the requi- 
sition clearly within the law. 

Judge Carter said the point whether a 
mere demand entitles the surrender of a 
fugitive had never been fairly made. The 
decision, more or less, had never been in- 
fluenced by political considerations. He 
desired until to-morrow to look further 
into the question. 

The Treasury Department have receiv- 
ed advices from Brownsville, Texas, where 
frauds were recently perpetrated, stating 
that nearly all the custom officers had been 
arrested, and a number of indictments 
found against them. The deputy of the 
office is included in the arrest. Owing to 
these circumstances much confusion pre- 
vails in business circles. 

Sjiecial deputy Field had been sus- 
pended from office by an order of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

The nomination of Killain V. Whaley 
for Collector of that port has not yet been 
acted on by tbe Senate. 

Gen. Hancock has not yet permanently 
established his head quarters. Very little 
business Las been transacted by him, and 
no changes in the different departments 
enibraced in the Division of the Atlantic. 

The number of refugees from Caudia 
now exceed sixty thousand; many deaths 
have occurred among tbem, and sickness 
prevails to a great extent. 

Advices from Athens of the 12th inst., 
announce that 500 refugees had been 
landed there from a Prussian Corvette.

Loxdox, April 2. 

In the House of Commons this evening, 
the adjourned debate on tbe Irish ques- 
tion was continued. Mr. Roebuck said he 
'had ever been opposed to the Church e.s- 
tablishnient in Ireland, and he considered 
himself bound to support the resolution of 
Mr. Gladstone, though at tbe same time he 
did not think that the Church was the 
worst ill of Ireland, nor did he consider 
its existence a badge of serfdom for the 
Irish pecple. The legal objections which 
Lad been made to its abolition were 
abused. What Parliament had given up 
it could resume. He hoped the Irish 
church and clergy would be treated with 
consideration, and that if it were tories 
that were beaten on this question, the 
liberals, when in office, would meet, not 
shirk the issue. 

Jo. eph W. Henley opposed the proposi- 
tic ns oi Mr. Gladstone, and expressed the 
i'eur that the introduction of such rc.solu- 
tions would cause a revival ot Fenianism. 

Mr. Robert Lowe quoted the statutes to 
show that out of 100 of the population of 
Ireland, 78 wfte Catholics, lo Presbyte- 
rians. and 12 belonged to the Irish church 
establishment. The latter church was 
alone aided by the government, though 
its congiegatioiis were made up of the 
Wealthiest classes of the communitj'. The 
Irish people would be more than human il | 
they could tamely submit to this, the | 
tories claimed to be truly liberal, let them 
prove it or retire, the liberal party in the I 
House had a leader whom they could trust, I 
they were sure he would fulfill all his pro- 
fessious. 

Mr. Lowe ridiculed what he termed the 
legal quibbles aud zigzag course of the 
Minister. Such a line of action would 
destroy all conlideute between the execu- 
tive and legislative departments ot the 
government. The Premier had carried 
inconsistency and audacity to a height 
which tbe House, consulting its dignity, 
could not tolerate on a topic so solemn as 
that under discussion. 

Mr. Horsfall and Mr Lefevre, members 
(or Dublin University, both spoke in sup- 
port of the Government, urging the adop- 
tion of Lord Stanley's resolution for a 
postponciaent to the next Parliament 

Mr. Geo' C. Cleve opposed the postpone- 
ment ot a question of such pressing im- 
portance. 

Sir Geo. Gray gave full statistics of the 
wealth, population, and religious sects of 
Ireland, and pointed out the absurd idea 
tLat a distinct attitude with tbe Irish 
Church establishment would assume in 
the light of these figures. He urged the 
adoption of Mr. Gladstaue’s resolution in 
justice to Ireland. 

Mr. Osborne said be should sustain the 
resolution, but he feared the reform prom- 
ised would take a long time. 

Mr. Stafl'ord Norcott rose to support the 
government. The resolutions before the 
House were merely intended by the Lib- 
eral party as a rallying cry, and he stig- 
matised as worthless a question that 
should have been chosen lor such a pur- 
pose. He asserted that tbe Ministry had 
been cousistent throughout this discussion. 
They bad always said that measures, such 
as were taken in regard to the Irish 
Church, was premature. The govern- 
ment did not question the competency of 
Parliament to legislate in regard to the 
status of the Irish Church. He concluded 
by expressing the hope that the House 
would yet pause for the better considera- 
lif.n of the problem before it. At 11 

0 clock the debate was going on with the 
prospect of an unusually late udjouru- 
rncLt. 

Beru.v, April 2. 

The naturalization treaty, just con- 
c’uded between the United States of Amer- 
ica i.nd the Confederation of the North 
Geriran States, has been finally ratified 
by tbe Federal Parliament. All the 
speakers praised it with one voice, and it 
was almost unanimously approved by the 
members. Count Bismarck, in a speech 
explaining its provisions, declared that it 
was unnecessary to make a defence of the 
treaty, as it seemed to meet with favor on 
all sides. He summed up his explana- 
tion by stating that the compact was clear 
at all points, and hereafter no native of 
Germany, naturalized in the United 
States, would be molested on account of 
his obligations to his parent country 
within the borders of the Confederation. 
Hie Polish members were among the 
small minority who voted against the rat- 
ification.

THE ERIE WAR-WHY IT DLG.VN 
AND HOW IT IS. 

“ Bi ili i;;li.’’ I lie N<'w York correspond- 
ent oi I lie Boston Journal, gives tue tol- 
lowiiig sK<-tch of the history and statu.s of 
the giCBt Erie Railroad war, which has 
the merit of Initig luiicli more intelligible, 
and probiilily us Iriitlifui, as any before 
published: 

For many venr.s Vanderbilt and Drew 
have been fast frietid.-; in gigantic opera- 
tions that have laid out the street they 
have been allies. Their first quarrel was 
about the Harlem. Vanderbilt won, and 
Drew paid a heavy sum for selling short. 
At tbe In.st election of directors for the 
Erie road, Mr. Drew wa.s left out. If men 
make money on the Erie, they congratu- 
late thrmselves; if they lose, they curse 
“Old Drew, ’ as he is called. The usual 
cry of “ mad dog” was raised, aud Mr. 
Itrew was left nut in the cold. 

lie went to Vanderbilt and complained. 
He said he could not afford to be kept off 
tbe lioaid of directors, and Vanderbilt 
said he should be put on. At the next 
meeting of the board tbe Commodore, 
true to his promise, ordered one of the di- 
rectors to resign, which be did. “Now, i 
gentlemen,” said the autocrat, “elect Mr. , 
Drtw a member of your board. ’ It was 
done.

Drew then issued the new stock, of which 
so much has been said, lie did this to 
buy up tbe liues of road by which alone 
he could secure to Erie her share of the 
Pacific railroad business. Then came in- 
junctions, contempt of court, onlers for 
arrest, aud other proceedings, that have 
employed so many eminent lawyers, and

REMARKABLE DISCOVERY IN TEN- 
NESSEE. 

Tlie Chaltanocga Union says that Jlr. 
W illiam Staples, while digging, recently, 
in a salt lick on his farm, twelve miles 
noGheast of Kingston, Tenn., struck a 
solid limestone rock, about seven feet be- 
low the surface. He found in it a well, 
about eight inches in diameter, filled with 
very salt water. Alter the discovery of the 
w-ell, Mr. Staples prosecuted his investiga- 
tions, and found to his surprise a line of 
salt kettles, or rather the remains of salt 
kettles. The kettles were of stoneware, 
made of the same material as that used by 
the Indians for their home ware, such as 
plates, dishes, etc. The kettles were 
broken, but the curvature indicated that 
thfv were about three feet in diameter, 
and were about forty, in number. A most 
striking fact connected with this discovery 
is that these kettles were found at a depth 

01 seven feet below the surface of the 
ground. Growing above them were trees 
— poplar and oa’u — which were evidently 
two centuries old.

The cow bellowed, 
and set cfl' for life, and after running 
some two hundred yards with the cask, 
struck it against a log on the beach, and 
knocked it to sma'ili. The boy was dis- 
covered by some fishermen on the point, 
and taken to Apalachicola, where, a small 
collection being made for him, he was en- 
abled to proceed north by way of Colum- 
bus.

AS AN ARTICLE OF FOOD. 

CiMine is a very remarkable iubstance, 
and is found only in milk, where it exists 
in a state of perfect solution. It is held 
thus by presence of a small quantity of 
alkali. Now if we add to milk a few drops 
of acid, we neutralize this, and the caseine 
coagulates or forms a solid body, which is 
called curd. The manufacture of cheese 
depends upon this coagulation of caseine. 
This result, produced under the influence 
of a simple wet membrane without acids, 
is a phenomenon so remarkable that it is 
no wonder it hs.s excited much attention. 
A bit of the lining of a calf s stomach- 
rennet— placed in milk, precipitates the 
caseine rspidly, asd from this cheese is 
formed. 

Berzelius sUtes that he took a small 
piece of this membrane, washed it clean, 
dried it as completely as possible, weighed 
it carefully, put it into eighteen hundred 
times it weight of milk, and heated the 
whole to 120' Fahrenheit After some 
little time coagulation was complete. He 
then removed the membrane, washed, 
dried, and once more weighed it; the loss 
amounted to rather more than one seven- 
teenth of the whole. According to this ex- 
periment, one part of the active matter 
dissolved from the membrane had coagu- 
lated about thirty thousand of the milk. 
Does chemistry explain satisfactorily this 
wonderful effect of infinitesimal quantities 
of rennet upon milk? It does. Tne 
change is due to the presence of “sugar of 
milk K the milk, 'ibis substance is pe- 
culiarly prone to pass over into lactic acid 
under favorable conditions, by appro- 
priating the elements of water. 'The mem- 
brane acts as a ferment, lactic acid for- | 
mentation is set up, and a minute quauti- 
ty of that acid is produced; this immed- 
iately acts upon the caseine, coagulating it 
and producing curd. Without the aid of 
the membrane milk will precipitate the 
curd. Tbereis no lactic acid in Iresh milk, 
but after a few hours in a warm place it 
makM its appearance, the caseine falls, 
and it becomes sour. This could not oc- 
cur if no sugar was present in the milk. 
The thin, pale<-olored, translucent liquid 
remaining after the curd is removed, call- 
ed “whey," consists mainly of water, hold- 
ding the saline constituents and the sugar 
of milk. The curd, alter it is salted and 
pressed, undergoes a particular kiud of 
putrefactive change, which gives flavor to 
the cheese. 

Milk, examined by the aid of a micro- 
scope, presents to the eve myriads of re- 
mat kably minute globular particles, sus- 
pended in a thin liquid. These particles 
are termed butter, and rise to the top up- 
on standing, bringing with them a portion 
of the caseine and serum, and thus form 
cream. By agitation, or churning, the 
fatty matter is separated from the milk, 
and butter is produced. 

The secretion of milk may be very seri- 
ously and detrimentally interfered with. 
By the employment of certain articles in 
the food, the color, odor, taste, and medi- 
cinal eflect of milk may be modified; and 
this is so well nnderst^d by physicians, 
that in France children are brought under 
the influence of medicine ailministered to 
the mother. And further, a new form of 
treatment has been instituted, which is 
ba^d upon the plan of administering to 
animals certain remedial agents, and 
causing patients to live upon the milk of 
the animals. It is evident we cannot be too 
strongly impressed with the importance of 
providing pure, healthy milk for children, 
i be slate of health of the female has much 
to do with the qnality of the milk; and a 
sickly mother should hesitate before jeop- 
ardizing the well-being of the infant by 
allowing it to feed at the maternal foun- 
tain. 

It is equally as important that cows' 
milk should come from perfectly healthy 
animals. Labillardiero states that the milk 
of a cow, afl'ecled by a species of phthisis, 
contained seven times more phosphate 
of lime than usual; and Dupay also noti- 
ced the large quantity of calcareous mat- 
ter in milk from cow.$ similarly affected. 
Diseased milk may be known by its want 
of bomogeaeousness, an imperfect liquidi- 
ty, a tendency to become viscid on the ad- 
dition of ammonia, and, on microscopic 
examination, the presence of certain 
alokulca Dot found in hoalthy milk. 

The adulteration of milk, by additions 
of water, is a very common practice by 
milk venders^D cities. It is a matter of 
regret that, owing to the fcreat inequality 
in the amount of water found in cows' 
milk, the conviction of offenders in court 
is rendered a matter of so much difficulty. 
Much, however, may be done by vigilant, 
well-directed efforts, to arrest the mon- 
strous frauds in milk in our cities.

“Telegrafi " proved a rare investment, and 
we doubt if there is any record of a com- 
pany, however great or limited, which 
thus augmented its property before decla- 
ring a dividend. It is hinted that the pro- 
prietors of the Telegraph found their suc- 
ceM unwelcome, from the manner of its 
achievement. For, if there be anything 
worshipped by tbe average Englishman, 
it is respectability.

New Preventive of the Cattle Plahue. 
— Chloride of copper is now extensively 
used in Germany against the cattle plague 
or rather as a preservative. The modus 
operandi is as follows: Take green crys- 
tallized chloride of copper, 8 gms., spirits 
of wine, 2 kilog., and dissolve. With this 
solution impregnate a pad of cotton, lay 
it on a plate, and set fire to it in the cen- 
tre of the stable, turning the animals’ 
heads towards the ilatne, so as to make 
them breathe the fumes. This operation is 
performed morning and evening, burning 
one pad for every three bead of cattle. At 
night a spirit-lamp filled with the solution 
is lighted in tbe stable. To prevent acci- 
dents the flame is surrounded with wire 
gauze. The liquid is also administered in- 
ternally, with the Addition of fifteen gms. 
of chloroform for the above quantity. A 
teaspoonful of this is put into the animal’s 
drink three times a day. As a further 
precaution the litters are watered with the 
same solution.
